It is known j 
to have existed during the erection of 
King S d imon’s I’e ople nt Jerusalem, 
since which, civil and religious govern- 
men's have ' een instituted and destiny 
ed; dominion* and |towers have arisen 
and passed away; thrones have crumbled 
into dust, and e npirea and kingdoms 
Imvc forever disappeared from the politi- 
cal horizon. 

Ancient Palestine, the abode of our 
first parents, and Phoenicia, this former 
omp irimu of commerce and the great 
mart for trade, — now deserted and desti- 
tute, and Only existing in their former 
repnlati ni. E;v o', Ihe land where Jn- 
-eph provided his store of corn, and from 
which the Children of Israel wore led by 
Moses. — once renowned for uiys'ie sci. 
enee and splendid literary pre-eminence, 
now groans beneath the iron rod of the 
leuthen and barbarous Tuik. Carthage, 
the land of Hannibal and once die rival 
f It mie. and Numitlia, the kingdom of 
M i-sinista now obey the arbitrary seep 
lei.f'ho Dev of Tripoli. Greece, die 
land of Eparnirmndas and Leonidas — of 
Homer and Demnshenes, once the land 
■ if liberty' — die parent of heroes — the 
nurse of philosophers — the home of ora- 
tors and poets — now the -lave of a barba- 
rous superstition and ignorant despotism, 
dome, who for eight hundred years, pre-

From the minutest ingredient 
ofan atom, up through all the gradations 
of beauty and of being to the spangled 
myriads of glories which surround and 
light ns, it traces and reveals the wis 
tlom and benevolence of the Creator. — 
Its principles, commensurate, as we say, 
with the existence of man, have surviv- 
ed the shock of time and the decay of 
empires Nations have aii-en — have 
triumphed, and have passed away, leav- 
ing scarce a fragment on w Inch the eye 
of philanthropy might repose or whence 
history could trace the story of their 
(tine. The land of Mttro, Tactus and 
’Tul ty , exists only in the decay less em- 
pire of the mind. Their descendants, 
standing amid the monuments of their 
ountry’s freedom and the decaying 
tombs of those al whose frown the un- 
ions trembled, in unblushing corrup- 
tion, hug their gilded chains and smile 
over their infamy 

'Thus it has been not only with man, 
tint with all those subjects which would 
scent from their nature, less liatile to 
change nr decay. Learning, arts and 
accomplishments have changed with 
successive generations, or perished be- 
neath the weight ol remorseless barba- 
rism. Not so with Masonry — race has 
followed race as wave chases wave up 11 
the bosom of the deep, until it dash- s 
against the shore si ml is seen n i more. 
Thus our order lias with-tood the con- 
cussion of a thousand generations. I lie 
billows of every s.-a have lashed it* 
sides, and the storms of every age have 
poured their fury around i * head. Per 
feet nt its creatio" — sublime am.dsi 
all the changes that hive convulsed 
the world, i's adainan'ine column wi I 
stand unshaken hronghoiit a I ihe re. 
volutions of the ages which are \et to 
come, or should it fall, crushed lie- 
iipatli the weight of its own incuuiben 
magnificence, it will cary with it in 
its own ruin, half the happiness, and 
half the wisdom of mankind. When 
the Eternal (shall wipe from exis'ence 
the little planet which we inhabit, 
when he shall gather in his grasp the 
splendid retinue of worlds which consti- 
tute his train, and call into judgment all 
the souls that have peop ed them, then 
will the principles we profess survive 
the general desolation and be consum- 
mated in the glories of measureless eter- 
nity. The Author of our being liasgiv 
en us the power to obtain whatever is 
for our good if we truly strive. II we are 
conscious of our frailties, one aid towards 
reformation is obtained. Few an tie 
considered as one of ihe three children 
who could walk unscathed in the fiery 
furnace, or with Daniel to dwell with 
lions in their den and wholly escape 
their fury. Mint of us cannot claim kin- 
dred with those, if any such theieare, 
who have passed the ordeal of youth and 
passion and warm iuiagina ion unhurt, 
or “with the ninety and nine who need 
no repentance.” We must therefore 
strive to he of those, over whom, ‘ there 
is joy in Heaven.” With proper exer- 
tion, the cloud which may have surround, 
ed us will he dispersed, and the light 
that it has hidden, shine brighter than 
bef.re. If there be any who have avoi- 
ded folly because they have experienced 
no temp alien, or whose rectitude is the 
consequence of apathy and stupidity, let 
them triumph in their meritless pu 
rity over the failings of their fe.lows. 
Let us he prepared to say, “rejoice not 
over me, oh! mine enemy , though I fall 
I shall rise again.” 

When the rude h'as's of war assail an 
unhappy country with its ravages, a d 
embattled legions of kindred men are 
opposed in direful conflict; when all 
around perish by the victor’s sword, and 
humanity stands appalled at the sigh! — 
the Freemason’s extended arm* pre- 



serves hi. n from destruction. lie meets 
with friend.-hip and protection from his 
enemy, and instead of receiving the fi- 
tal weapon in his bosom, his heart is 
gladdened by hearing the endearing ap- 
pellation of b other. 

An objection to our society is also ur- 
|ged, because females are excluded from 
[associating with us in our mystic profes- 
sion, not because they are deemed un- 
worthy of the secret, nor because the 
mechanical tools of the craft are too pon- 
derous for them to wield, but from a con- 
sciousness ol our own weakness, Na 
ture in all her works, has consulted or- 
der and propriety, and perhaps has evin- 
ced ii more strikingly in the different 
characters ofthe sexes, than any where 
e se in creation. Thesoflness and tleli- 
'cacy ofthe female, point her particular 
sphere of action, and when contrasted 
with the less refined but more athletic 
male, it will he found that nature hasde- 
sigoed that he should be her guaidian, 
protector, cmmscller, and friend; and 
although she has a right to participate 
in I, is principal joys as well as to share 
his afflictions, yet there are duties and 
engagements, belonging to his own 
sphere of action, in which she cannot, 
with propriety, engage, hut in which she 
must r rust his judgement, his prudence 
and discretion. Among these engage- 
inents, Masonry is one in which, let me 
persude you. not let your opposition he- 
trav your distrust of him, which, if in- 
dulged, would greatly lessen your mutu- 
al happiness, by sinking you both in the 
e-ttmatinn of society. For if a wife has 
not confidence in her husband, in the 
name of Heaven wh t would trust him? 
Although the most amiable and loveli 
part of Nature’s wotks are excluded 
from onr order, yet it protects them from 
(he attacks of vicious and unprincipled 
men — should they he permitted to enter 
the Lodge, Lore would oftentimes enter 
with them, — jealousy would probably 
rankle in the hearts of the brothers and 
fra'ernal nffec ion be perverted into ri 
v.ilship — our rugged passions and coars. 
er natures need the discipline of ar' and 
particularly of Masonry, to develope and 
improve those finer sentiments anr. feel- 
ings that leach us to feel the wants of 
others and to sympathise with misfortune 
These qualities you have nhundnntlv re- 
-eived hv nature, and need nu symbols 
'o vibrate the chords of \ our sensiotli' » . 
'The feelings of woman are more e\qui 
sttely flop and their generous sympathy 
is more easily awakened by the misfor 
tunes of their fellow creatures than the 
stronger sex. 'The soft tear of pity, be- 
dews their cheeks at the tale of woe, and 
their gen'le h isoms heave with tender 
emotions at the sight of human wretch 
edness. They require not the adventi- 
tious aid of tn\ stir institution* to urge 
'Item to acts of clt irity and benevolence, 
nor the us:- of symbols, to lend them 
virtue. Their own hearts are the Lodg- 
es in which virtue presides, ami the dic- 
tates of her will is their only incentive 
to action . 

Opposition and prejudices against the 
■ rd. rs, of everv kind and from every 
source, will ever find us ready to forgive 
and forget; for un'il 'he blind are led in 
ways the. know not, and are shown 
paths they have not trodden, and until 
darkness is made light before them, and 
emoked things straight, they will he lin- 
b'e to errors of judgment, which will just- 
ly entitle them to our charity. 

With regard to the benevolent objects 
of our society, it does n«>t become us par 
ticularly to speak, for the hand of charitx 
withers and vir'ue itself grows dim, when 
displayed wi'h ostentation Let then the 
smile ofthe beggar and the grateful tear 
ofthe widow and orphan, silently pro- 
claim that it is the godlike province of 
Masonrv to raise the cordial cup of con- 
solation to the lips of desponding mise 
ry. M > somy harmonizes all mankind 
and makes one equal with ano'her, 
whether they he kings or princes or even 
the greatest potentate* on earth, thev 
must all come down to the level with 
their subjects: those living in the wilds 
of Siberia, anti the wild Arab that roves 
in the scorching deserts of Africa can 
meet and hail one another as brothers — 
the sword will be sheathed — the javelin 
fall in tile dust— 

“Arc such thy power., bleu Masonry divine? 
‘•ftle-t be thv altars, cherish’d he thy shrine; 

• A ml may his hand, who, heaven’* high thunder 

hurled, 

“The mighty M«*vfr Mason of the world, 
“Protect thy Temple.” 

Such a brief outline of our Institution, 
which, from its remote antiquity — its not 
certainly known origin — its mysterious 
preservation and its vast extent, forms 
the most remarkable phenomenon in the 
hjstorv of mankind- A* far back as the 
human vision can penetrate, we behold 
her moving in in quiet majesty along the 
stream of time, apparently unconcerned 
in the events whi' h are transpiring, but 
rea'lv exerting an influence nverthernn. 
ce> ns of men, mute indeed, but as exten- 
sive as the coun'ries over which her vo- 
taries were dispersed. 

The sketeh which 1 have given is hut a 
distant external view of the te.mple of our 
order. Every attitude in which it can be 
viewed, ts striking and magnificent) but 
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every change ol -iiua'ioa prod ices a cor 
responding change of appearance. 

In Ihe earliest ages of man, when the 
human mind, untainted by the vices and 
piejodices of la er tone, — unshackled by 
the terrors and anathemas of contending 
sectaries, and the machinations of bigot- 
ted priests, the God of Nature received 
tl.e homage of the world and the worship 
of his adorable name, constituted the 
principal employment of him, to whom, 
the mysteries of Nature were first reveal, 
ed. Af er the deluge the worship of thd 
Most High was obscured by clouds of 
imagery and defiled by idolatry. Man- 
kind were conscious qf some great and 
incomprehensible cause of the uniformi- 
ty and wonderful progression of the 
works ol Nature; and bewildered in com 
jecture, tliei repre. voted the great tin* 
[known cause, by such objects as appear- 
ed .to produce the m-'St wonderful effects 
upon the face of the world; from whence 
the Stin and Moon became the symbols 
of Deity . As the manners of the people 
became more depraved and then know- 
ledge of truth lost in their npostaev, and 
their ignorance and superstition increas- 
ing with their debasement, they at I. ngth 
forgnt the emblematical allusion and ado- 
red the symbols instead of the Divinity. 

I am afraid ihai the same charge may be 
made against some of the Freemasons of 
the present dav; and ihat many are sat- 
isfied with Ihe outward trappings of the 
order and neglect to siudv those grand 
pr nciples. of which the decorations are 
but emblematical significations 'The 
splendid parade on a Masonic festival — 
the gorgeous apparel to attract atten- 
tion and make ihe vulgar stare, are, I 
am afraid, objects of more real concern 
to many, than the exercise of those acts 
of benevolence which are so strongly in- 
culcated by the principles of our order. 

To cultivate peace and good will tow- 
ar s men, to improve the general con- 
dition of in mkiml, an I to worship the 
only true and living God in fervency and 
truth, are among ihe indispensable obli- 
g.i ions of Freemasons. A firm belief 
and acknowledgement of the Supreme 
Being, ihe Great Architect and Ruler of 
Nature, fi .rms the fir*t essential ofa Free- 
mason, who ought cheerfully to submit 
to his divine commands and to rely on 
his nlinighlv protection, whose wisdom 
emnoi mistake mao’- happiness, whose 
goodness cannot contradict it. 

Let me persuade you, my Brothers, 
to treat no person with contempt; it is 
repugnant to good manners and niilita- 
es against the principles of our Institu- 
tion. Pit v the weakness of human na- 
ture, and cover the failings of a Bro her 
wih the mantle of fraternal love. Turn 
in one into ridicule under the specious 
pretext of innocent amusement, though 
v-air language should he decorated with 
he tl sin sofa mi-taken wit. The subject 
of your railens will feel the keen wound; 
you will embitter those hours wi h pnin 
which he h ad dedicated to festive gaily 
md social recreation, and you will make 
in enetnv where yon hef re had a friend. 
— To conceal from the world the failings 
of our friend, is charitable; to speak of 
his virtues, noble ; but, to flatter him to 
his face and to revile him behind his 
hack and point him out as an object of 
ridicule, befits only the character of an 
assassin, — 

'The swee'est consolation and pleasure 
that we receive from society, is, in Ihe 
enjoyment of friendship — It smooths the 
rugged path of life, and dissipates corro- 
ding care from our brow. When our 
bodies are writhing with pain and our 
minds tortured with angush friendship, 
sacred friendship, pours into the wounns, 
the sweet halm of sympathy, alleviates 
pain and makes sorrow smile. — Its influ- 
ence is as unbounded as the horizon. 

When the deep sighs of poverty assail 
your ear, stretch firth the hand of relief 
and chase necessity and want from a 
brother’s door. If afflicted by misfor- 
tune, comfort their tsouls and sooth them 
to tranqiiilitv. If they are exposed to 
dinger, give them your assistance. 
Charily is the Key Stone of our mystic 
fabrick. This amiable virtue, glorious 
as the beams of the morning, in whoso 
beauty, thousands rejoice, is the vital 
principle of our Society.—— The wants of 
a brother, particularly interest us, but 
[merit and virtue in distress wherever 
[they meet ns, will ever claim our pointed 
attention. Honest, industrious men 
■borne down in the world by the pressure 
of misfortune, not attributable to any 
misconduct on their part, but by the acts 
of an overruling Providence, ingulphed 
in ruin; — the lovely and disconsolate 
wiJoiv , (the sad relict of a faithful friend, 
an affectionate husband, whose cheerful 
labours had vielded her the ^ comforts of 
life,) now thrown for protection and sup- 
port on the bosom nf benevolence; thu 
orphan in tender years, cast naked and 
helpless on the wnrld; — and the aged, 
whose spirits were exhausted in the toils 
of youth, whose shrivelled sinews now 
unbraced by time and unable to procure 
a scanty pittance for his sobsistance; 
hese mv brothers, are the true objects 
. if charity to relieve such will be show* 
ing your gratitude to that Ben'ficsql

Though in some pieces convenient, hanks are 
not" nec- ssarj to the collection and disburre- 
| ment of the funds of this department . In ref 
erpnee to more than ten thousand post offices, 
j the collections and disbursements are effect ed 
more expeditiously and more conveniently 
without the inteiposition of hunks, titan they 
could be with it. The contractors who are 
creditors of the department, are its collectors 
fro. u po-tmasters. and the collection anil dis- 
bursement are but ouc operation. It is gener- 
ally effected in a few -lays sifter the close of 
each quarter. The operation is the same 
where postmasters pay to contractors upon the 
drafts of the department, though it is more 
tardy. The few offices, in reference to which 
thanks are a convenience , are those whose re- 
Iceipls are large, and are not likely to be ab- 
sorbed from quarter to quarter by the drafts of 

the department. They hare generally iron 
ohests or sates where the specie is kept: anti, 
with a strict supervision mid careful attertion 
to their bonds, they will seldom, if ever, be 
found in default. 

The necessary transfers of funds are effected 
by the department without inconvenience or 
loss. On the interior mail routs, the expendi- 
ture is generally greater than the income; so 
that, alter the contractors have received the 
entire revenue of the officers supplied by them, 1 
balances nre still due. These balances are asj 
readily paid off by drafts 0*1 the postmasters in 



REPORT OF THE POSTMASTER 
GENERAL. 

Post Office Department 
September 4, 1837. 

Sir Immediately after the suspension of 
specie payments by the banks in New York, in 
May last, a circular was sent out, directing all 
'postmasters who hail been instructed to deposlte 
the proceeds of their offices in hunks, to retain 
them in specie to meet the drafts of the depart- 
ment. 

To those who had been instructed to pay di- 
rectly to contractors, anothercircular was »ent, 
reminding them of their duties anti liabilities 
in reference to the moneys to be received and 
paid by them under existing laws. 

Instructions have recently been prepared, 
directing the manner in which returns of cash 
on hand nre hereafter to be made to the de- 
partment, and forbidding the loaning or use of 
the moneys belonging t-> the public for any pur- 
pose whatsoever. Copies of these pnpers tup 
annexed, marked A, 11, and C . 

In relation to upwards often thousand of the 
post offices, these regulations make no change 
The only change effected bv tin m : s, that about 
1100 postmaster- who formerly deposited their 
income in banks, weekly, monthly or quarterly, 
according to the amounts, now retain the mo- 
ney in their own hands till drawn for by the de | 
purtment. To about nine tenths of these, the 
new system is more convenient than the old, us 
it saves them the trouble of going or sending to 
the hanks and procuring certificates of ileposite ; 
it is equally safe, as their entire balances will 
be drawn for ns oftpn as they are deposited 
and it is more efficient, because some postmas- 
ters who might neglect to deposite will not ven- 
ture to dishonor a draft. 

The postmasters who will not close their ac- 
counts quarterly, will not, probably, exceed 
one hundred, and the balances in their h ands, 
from quarter to quarter, are not likely, under a 
proper administration of the department, to ex- 
ceed, in ordinary times, one ot two hundred 
thousand dollars. As they are required to have 
their balances always ready in gold and silver, 
the department will always have the means of 
meeting its engagements; and i( a default in an 
individual case should occasionally happen, 
nothing like a general refusal to pay, as in the 
case oi" the late ileposite banks, is ever to be 
apprehended . 

It will ever be the true policy of the depart- 
ment not to have a large surplus, and, conse- 
quently there will he little to entrust to the cus- 
tody oT' postmasters or others. Moreover, the

Postmasters will not he permitted to use or 
loan out any of the moneys beloncing to the de- 
partment. but will keep them always on hand 
to meet its dralts. A violation of this regula- | 
tion will be considered good cause for instant 
removal and prosecution. Every draft must 
be paid on presentation.

Thus, the i t r- iry lr.. i?trs of 
the Department sire readily rffc 'ed; nml as 
this state of thing* s not likely to change, it 
would seldom, if ever, become necessity for 
the department to transport specie from one 
point to unother, if there was not a bank in ex- 
istence. 

Upon the suspension of the hank*, efforts 
were made in some quartets to compel the de- 
partment to receive irredeemable and depre- 
ciated paper for postages. Law, justice, and 
public policy, require an indexible resistance of 
these efforts! Gold anti silver are the only con- 
stitutional and legal currency of the U. States, 
and nothing but that currency, or its equiva- 
lent, can be legally offered to the public credi- 
tors in payment* All taxes and postages are 
imposed in this currency, and all contracts are 
made upon its basis. The pub ic faith could 
be kept, and the public hudness successfully 
carried on, only by a strict adherence to (lie 
plain letter, as well ns obvious spirit, of the 
law . 

The undersigned is happy to state, that all 
attempts to force the department to receive de- 
preciated paper were soon abandoned; that 
little difficulty has been experienced in collect- 
ing postages in specie, and none where the cir- 
culation of change tickets has been successfully 
resisted ; and that the credit of the department 
has been preserver! unimpaired. Nor i- any 
difficulty apprehended, so long as postages are 
collected in the constitutional currency of the 
United States. But should the department be 
compelled to receive, and offer to its creditor 
the depreciated notes issued by hundreds of 
embarrassed, faithless or bankrupt corporations 
or individuals, no sure calcnlation*cnn be made 
as to the future, and there is reason to appre- 
hend general discontent, extensive failures, and 
deplorable disorganization throughout the mnil 
service. With what facecould thedepartment 
insist on, and compel a strict performance of 
contract obligations by contractors, when strip- 
ped of the power to perform the most vital part 
of the contracts (‘•o far as the interest of the 
contractor is concerned) on its own part. Jus- 
tice and sound policy alike demand a firm ad- 
herence, in the mail service, to the standard of 
value, and the basis of contracts prescribed by 
the constitution, and hitherto strictly maintain- 
ed, (except for a short period, amidst the cala* 
mitiesof war.) 

On the whole, no legislation is necessary to 
maintain the credit of this department; or en- 
able it to manage Us fiscal concerns; the exist- 
ing laws being deemed ample for those pur 
poses.

Sir: 1 am instructed by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral to call your particular attention to the fact, 
that the rates of postage, ns established by law, 
are based upon ihe legal currency of the United 
States. The following extracts from ihe printed 
regulations and the law, will clearly show what 
are your duties and responsibilities in relation 
to the kind of currency to he received for pos- 
tage, viz; 

“ Y ou will receive nothing hut specie, or its 
equivalent for postage.” — Instructions lo Post- 
masters, Chapter 5, Section 2. 

u All payments to the department, whether 
upon its drafts, or by deposite in Bank, must be 
in specie, or its equivalent . No allowance can 
be made to postmasters for the depreciation of 
money received for postage, tior for losses by 
fire, robbery , or theft ” — Chapter *28, Sec. 240. 
Extract from an act of Congress , approved on the 
\Ath of April, 1836. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, Thai, 
hereafter, no bank notes of less denomination 
than ten dollars, that from and after the 3.1 
day of March, anno Domini 1837, no bank 
notes of less denomination than twenty dollars, 
shall be offered in payment, in any case what- 
soever in which money i* to he paid by the Uni- 
ted States, or by the Post Office Department; 
nor shall any ban a note, of any denomination, 
be so offered, unless th«? same shall be payable, 
land paid on demand, in go*.. 1 or silver "oin at 
the place where issued, and which o.hnll not bp 
equivalent to specie at the place where offered, 
and convertible into gold and silver upon the 
spot, at the will of fhe holder, and without de- 
lay and loss to him; Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be constructed to make 
any thing but gold or silvern legal tender by 
any individual, or by the United States.*’ 
Hence, you will perceive that, whatever you 
may receive for postage, you are r< sponsible for 
gold or silver; and that it is unlawful for you 
to offei in payment to contractors, or others, 
any note of nny hank which does not pay its 
notes in specie. As the Postmaster General 
has no power to release you from your respon- 
sibilities under the law®, and a®, on the contra- 
ry, it is his duty to see them faithfully executed, 
he has deemed it expedient to give you thi? no 
tice, that you may guard yourself against loss 
in the collection of your postages.

there have been accounts of 18,220 cases) 
— 1 1,238 deaths, — which uives r n river- 
age proportion of about 300 victims per 
day, and 16 per hour, from whence it fi>I- 
iliat during one third of the yeur , this 
pestilence has carried off a victim every 
four minutes in that city.‘’ > 

Loudon, Aug A. — The foreign papers; 
brought by this morning’s mails furnish 
some detailsof serious interest with refer- 
ence to tho progress and decrease of the 
cholera in the respective localities. Let- 
ters from Rome to the 20th ultimo rep 
resent the inhabitants as in the greatest 
'error, in consequence of a report that 
the cholera had manifested itself within 
ciaht leagues of that city, '■'he Pontifi 
;nl Govern m.itt had been officially inform 
ed that the disease had broken out at Ga- 
rigiiano or Liri, and Benevento, and it 
hadconscquently established a great sani- 
torv cordon at Valinotova. 

A letter of the 18th tilt, from Naples, 
published in the Augsburg Gazette, gives 
intelligence of the 16th from Palermo, lo 
the effect that the cholera was on the tie- 
ine in that city, where the number of 
deaths amounted to not morv: tnan 500 
per day. The number of fatal cases had | 
previously been 1500 to 1800 daily, and 
from the middle of June to the middle of 
July, 19,000 individuals altogether had 
died of the disease. Among tho last vie- 
ims to Ihe cholera at Naples was M. L)e 
Vignet, the Sardinian Ambassador to the 
Neapolitan Court . 

The advices from Naples of the 18th 
ult . as mentioned above, state that the 
commander of the troops embnrkpd for 
Sici ly on tho preceding night had beenj 
nstructed to land at the distance often 
miles from Palermo. lie was invested 
with full powers to act according to cir-j 
cums ances, and ordered to storm the city 
in case any resistencc was offered. A 
revolutionary movement had taken place 
at Messina. 

A steamer coming from Palermo Itav 
ing been allowed to communicate freely 
with the land, t he people rose against the 
uthorities, attacked the sanatory csltth 
lishment, and would have murdered its 
members if they had not t ought safely in 
flight. All the hooks and documents of 
the administration were torn, burnt, or 
thrown into the sea. On receipt of this 
ntelligonce the King immediately order- 
d the 1st Swiss Regiment to embark for 
Sicily. 

ITith reference to (he war in Spain a 
letter from Pampeluna of the 27th states 
that the expedition of Zariateguy, consis- 
ting of seven battallions and two squad- 
rons, had finally passed the Ebro, on the ; 
22d, at Piedralatn, directing their course 
towards Santa Casida.

Confession of u Sdurdercr . — On the4thinst. 
in the (own Hamburg, Erie county, a murder 
w-n. committed which exhibits a degree of tie. 
pravity thot could be scarcely looko t for in hc- 
inps who wear the form of Immunity ; anti live 
under the influence of civilization. The deed 

was perpetrated upon a man nnmed Rupp, 

a native of Switzerland, by his own wife, mid 
her paramour, a young Swiss, name not known. 

The particulars of this tragical affair are of 
the most revolting and barbarous character, a§ 
taken from the concession of the young man, by 
which it appeared that it was a matter of cool 
deliberation for nearly a year previous to its 
final cinsnmmntion. The young man was pay- 
ing his addresses to Rupp’s daughter, with the 
intention of marrying her, when her mother in- 
formed him that she liked him morethunhec 
daughter did, and if he would assist her in dis- 
posing of her husband she would marry him, 
and he could share in the property. To this he 
acceded, and thereupon they conjointly pro 
cee.led to the execution of their diabolical pur- 
pose. 

Their first plan was to take his life through 
the agency of poison. Some months since they 
procured ti quantity ol jVox Pomica, which they 
adrninisleied to hiin.but from some cause with, 
out success. — Still they were not to he diverted 
from their demoniac desighn, and they immedi- 
ately cotic.ln led to accomplish the work by vi 
olence. This they deferred nntila convenient 
opportunity should offer itself, which was not 
long wanting A day or two previous to the 
7lh in.t Rupp’s wife informed her accomplice, 
that on the morning of the 7 th Rapp would leave 
home for Buffalo very early, and would be at 
the stable to fecit his horse about 2 o’clock, nnd 
as it would be a plausible report to send abroai 
that he had been killetl by the horses, the lirtai 
blow must he struck at that time. 

At the appointed hour the murderer was a 
his post, runt as hi. victim entered the stable he 
gave him n blow upon the headwith a club which 
knocked him down, when the blow was repeat 
ed several times, until the work of death wa 
complete. — He immediately left the stable ; in 
doing which he met his accomplice hi the door 
her fears that the deed might not he fully ac- 
conipiished, having induced her to witness the 
bloody s cene. She tlrew the mangled body of 
her husband to (he house where he began to ex 
liibit signs of returning life . Either from relen 
tin r feelings, or a desire to protract his suffer- 
ings in hope that he would ultimately die of his 
w ends, and thereby cover her crime, she ad. 
ministered restoratives which brought him to 

Having ascertained that. Rapp was still alive, 
Ihe murderer retprned und endeavored to dis- 
suade the woman from any farther attempts to 
take his life, ns lie might perhaps die of the 
wound, he had already received, and if not, they 
had better lot him live — but site was still inflex- 
ible. It was tier purpose that he should die, 
and die he must. They however concluded t< 
wait a few days, and see if he would die of hii 
wounds. In i his they were disappointed, and 
on the morning of the 14th inst tie had so far 
recovered as to he able to dress himself, and w as 
about to leave the house, when his wife remou 
slratcrl with torn for being so imprudent, nnd 
urged him hack to his bed. She then informed 
Iter accomplice that the work of death must be 
speedily accomplished, but he recoiled from the 
act of again committing violonce upon him. 
Although foiled in her persuasions, she resorted 
to the means of a quarrel between Rapp anil 
her accessary, to inspirit him to perpetrate the 
murder. In this site was successful — warm 
words ensued , and to expedite the matter she 
pushed him upon her husband, who was lying 
prostratenpon the bed The murderers then 
both set upon him with the ferocity of famished 
tigers — thepine grasping his throat and assisting 
theworkof death — while the demon ofa wife 
pot tier knees upon his bresat, and with Ihe 
weight of her whole body jumped upon him 
until life had become extinct, 

Theneigkbois having suspicions that all was 
not right, called thecoroner, and an inquest was 
held upon the hotly, which returned a verdict of 
-’death by personal violence.’’ Suspicion rcst- 
stliipon the young man and the wifeofthede- 

ce.isedan-l they were im mediately arrested 

They have been committed to jail to await a 
further trial. 

This murder, taken in connexion with the at- 
tendant circumstances, is one of the most inhu- 
man and barbarous deedsever perpetrated in a 
civilized land. The deceased isreputed to have 
been an industrious itquiet citizen, and, so far 
as is known has alwniys lived in the utmost har- 
mony with) his family. His wife Imd previ- 
ously borne a good reputation. 

The New York papers do not 3eemto 
agree as to the name of the culprit, one 
of the would be assassins oftheKingof 
France, who arrived in that harbor in the 
French brig of war, a few da vs ago. I' 
doc8not make much difference that we 
can see, who the worthy is — the more im- 
portant question being, what is he? If the 
party he one of those who could in cold ; 
blood organise a plan to take away life 
iiy the assassination of a fellow creature,! 
there is hut little chance of his presence! 
being a benefit to our country, and we| 
can scarcely find words to express our de-i 
testation of the policy in a foreign gov- 1 
eminent that would make our peaceful 1 
shores the recipient of its assassins and 
cutthroats. Not having committed any 
offence against our laws, there is no 
strictly legal ground for preventing the 
person referred to from landing, but we 
should feel disposed to watch closely an 
individual who could hold the life of his 
fellow man at so small a value; and we 
think no* only that the civil authorities 
of New York acted wisely in tvitholding 
the complimentary salute, as stated hy 
the New York American, but that they 
should have gone further, and expressed

3. A hill to adjust the remaining claims in 
the Opposite Banks. [This hill authorises the ' 
President to continue the process of withdraw- 1 
ing the deposites under certain circumstances, I 
which he has commenced, the money due to the; 
(United States to he renaird in three insul- 
tnents, hearing an interest of six per centum*

instalment of the surpln* revenue was then 
■called up for consideration, and on motion of 
Air.

LATEST FROM TEXAS AND MEXICO. 
From IJic ft \ O. ^Advertiser , %Aug. 25. 

By the arrival of the schr Helen, from Gal- 
veston, we learn that on the 1 1th inst. schr Eliza 
Ku*sell, six day* from the Alacranes, wa« taken 
bj r the Texian schooner of ivar Brutus, off 7 
Sisal; vessel English — ^cargosaid to be Mexican 
properly. 

The officer in charge reports that the squad* 
ron had sent into Matagorda two Mexican 
vessels, loaded with dry good*. Also, that 
they made a descent on the coast, burned all 
the towns, (except St. Clars,) from Cape Car- 
touche to Sisal, unit captured several other 
prizes, which were destroyed or ransomed. 
All were well on board the Texian fleet; they 
intended to cruise a few days longer off Cam- 
peachy, and return to port. 

The Helen states that in lat. 27 35, long 91 
28, W., a very large shark was seen; its length 
was estimated by all on board to be at least 40 
feet, as it came alongside sufficiently close to 
be distinctly seen by the crew and passen- 
ger*. 

Colonel Wharton, brother to the envoy from 
Texas to the United Stales, arrived by the 
Helen. He was among the persons wrecked 
in the schr. that look the Mexican prisoners 
from Texas recently, for the purpose of effect- 
ing an exchange for the Texinaz imprisoned at 
Muiamoras. It appears that Colonel VV. and 
the others, after reaching the shore from the 
wreck, were arrested, and the policy of shoot- 
ing them agitated among the authorities . — For- 
tunately, Colonel W. effected his escape in 
time to prevent such an untimely fate. The 
Mexicans are said to bo collecting on the Rio 
Grande, and amounted to 7000 men; but much 
division prevailed among, nnd little (hanger was 
Hat n- j anticipated from (he brave soldiery of the 
mighty republic!
